High Level of Overseas Trade 
in October 


NITED KINGDOM overseas trade in October was at a high level on both sides of the account. 
The export figure, £294-9 million, was the highest so far recorded, exceeding by over {11 
million the previous best in May this year; it was 14 per cent. above the moni average 
for the first nine months of the year. Imports, at £354-3 million, were also the highest this year, 
and apart from March 1955 the highest since the period of the Korean boom; they were 9} per 
cent. above the monthly average for January-September. Re-exports, at Li2: ‘7. million, were 
considerably higher than in recent months, although still below the level of the early part of the 
year. The visible trade deficit in October fell to {46-7 million, some £15 million lower than in 


August and September, and £6 million less than the monthly average for the whole first nine months 
of the year. 


Taking into account the underlying upward trend of United Kingdom exports, conditions 
were particularly favourable for a record figure in October. The month is 
with the resumption of full activity after the holiday period. This year the 
figures contained the unusually large number of 28 working days. The pla as of ships in 
the early stages of the Suez emergency, which slightly reduced wane shipments in August and 
September, did not affect normal loadings and sailings in October and there may indeed have been 
some recovery of hee omy previously delayed. Even after allowing for all these factors, particularly 
the exceptional number of working days, the October figure is still an on the slightly

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non-ferrous metal semi-manufactures were at a very high level, and 
exports of wool and cotton yarns and fabrics were nearly one-fifth 
up. There were also substantial increases in exports of food items 
(particularly cereals, refined*sugar and whisky) and of petroleum. 

October is usually no more than an average month for imports, 
although they are generally higher than in September. The September 
figure this year of £295 million was, however, a low one, and part 
of the large rise of £59 million in October may merely have been due 
to the particular incidence of arrivals around the end of September. 
Taking the two months together, the average level of £325 million 
was a shade below the monthly rate for the earlier part of the year, 
and there seems little evidence of a significant change from the stable 
level at which imports have run this year following their big increase 
in 1955. 

Much of the increase in October was in foodstuffs, partly seasonal 
in character and partly a reaction from low imports in September. 
All the main categories of food were higher, with particularly sharp 
increases in cereals and feedingstuffs, sugar, tea and fruits and

vegetables. Among industrial materials, imports of non-ferrous metals 
were considerably higher than the rate in the third quarter of the year, 
but other changes were fairly well in line with the normal seasonal 
pattern. Steel imports were higher than in August or September 
but well below the level of the first half year. Coal imports continued 
to decline. Imports of petroleum, at nearly £35 million, were 10 per 
cent. higher in value than their average rate for the first three-quarters 
of the year. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


The rise in the level of trade in October, compared with the average 
of the previous nine months of the year, was again greater on the 
non-sterling side of the account than on the sterling side. This was 
particularly true of imports; of the increase of £30} million, £294 
million came from non-sterling sources (including £15 million 
the dollar area), Cereals and feedingstuffs, tobacco, timber, woodpulp, 
metal ores and non-ferrous metals, petroleum, machinery, and aircraft 
all shared in the rise, 


This increase was, however, almost matched by a rise of nearly 
£26 million (17 per cent.) in total exports (including re-exports) to 
the non-sterling world. Total exports to the dollar area in October 
were the second highest so far recorded (having been exceeded only 
in May this year). Exports to the United States, excluding silver bullion 
repayments of £2°8 million, exceeded the May figure by nearly 
£1 million and were 24 per cent. more than the January-September 
rate, while exports to Canada rose by 12 per cent. Exports to the 
O.E.E.C, countries were £91 million in October, the highest figure 
so far recorded, with increases to nearly members, particularly 
the Netherlands and France. Total exports to the rest uf the non- 
sterling area were only 1 per cent. higher. The visible trade deficit 
with non-sterling countries was £49 million in October, £4 million 
more than the monthly average in the first nine months of 1956. 


In trade with the sterling area in October exports showed a bigger 
change than imports, compared with the January-September rate. 
Total exports, at £132 million, were 9 per cent. above the previous 
level. Over half of the increase was in exports to the Colonies, chiefly 
the Gold Coast, Nigeria, and Hong Kong. Of the independent mem- 
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bers, India took £2 million more and the Irish Republic, Pakistan, 
Iraq and Burma each took about £1 million more, but shipments to 
Australia were {£2 million down. Imports from sterling countries 
in October were £129 million, only £1 million more than the January- 
September monthly average. Although there were increased arrivals 
of tea, sugar and tobacco, these were largely offset by reductions in 
oils and oilseeds and wool. There was a surplus of £2} million in 
visible trade with the sterling area in October, against a deficit of 
£74 million a month in the first nine months of the year. 


Commodity Pattern of Trade 
Exports 


Although the value of United Kingdom exports as a whole in 
October was 14 per cent. greater than the average of the previous nine 
months, the rise in the chief constituent, manufactured goods, was 
somewhat less, viz., 12 per cent. Particularly sharp movements in 
food, etc. (41 per cent. up) and fuels (25 per cent. up) accounted for 
the higher rate of increase overall in October. Amongst manufactures, 
metals were prominent with a rise of 22 per cent., textiles (including 
wool tops) were 13 per cent. up and ‘other manufactures’ (excluding 
silver bullion repayments) rose by 15 per cent. Engineering exports, 
which were very buoyant in the first half year but slackened somewhat 
in the third quarter, recovered to over £111 million in October, a 
figure exceeded only in May and June this year. Although showing 
less than the average increase, they were 5} per cent. above the high 
monthly rate of January-September last. 

ailway vehicles and ships and boats, in the engineering group, 
did relatively best in October, with increases of 36 per cent. and 23 per 
cent. respectively. Exports of ships and boats are subject to wide 
fluctuations from month to month and have been particularly variable

this year, with very high figures in May and June when large ships 
were delivered to Canada and Norway. The October figure (£8} 
million) was the third highest this year. There were comparatively 
small increases in the other divisions of engineering products, except 
in road vehicles and aircraft which was unchanged. Machinery other 
than electric approached £44 million in October, 44 per cent. above 
the January-September monthly rate; shipments to India, Canada, 
and some European markets continued to rise. Electric machinery, 
apparatus, etc., was 7 per cent. higher, India and Canada again taking 
more. Exports of road vehicles (£25} million) were at the average 
rate of the first nine months, while aircraft (£6 million) were a little 
down. Cars and chassis (£94 million) were equal to the January- 
September average, with an increase to the United States but low 
shipments to Australia. Commercial vehicles and chassis ({7} million) 
were marginally down in October. 

The sharp rise in exports of metals, to over £43 million, included 
increases in all three divisions. Non-ferrous metals were 35 per cent. 
(£3 million) above the January-September rate, with an increase of 
three-fifths by quantity in shipments of copper and copper alloys and 
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semi-manufactures, though at lower average prices. Exports of iron 
and steel, at nearly £17 million, were one- more in October, with 
increases to Australia, India, Canada, and the United States. Of the 
rise of more than £2 million in manufactures of metals, over £} 
million was in arms and ammunition. 


In the textiles group, where exports (including wool tops) amounted 
to £31 million, both cotton and wool yarns and fabrics were higher, 
at about £84 million each. Wool yarns and fabrics were 17 per cent. 
more than the January-September rate, while cotton yarns and fabrics 
were 18 per cent. above the previous rather low level. The quantity 
of wool tops exported in October equalled the nine months’ average, 
but with a higher proportion of merino types the value was up by 
7 per cent. 

Exports of ‘other manufactures,’ excluding silver bullion repay- 
ments, amounted to nearly £56 million in October. Shipments of 
the main item, chemicals, showed the average increase (14 per cent.). 
Clothing, footwear, etc., rose by 35 per cent. to £5 million, while 
miscellaneous items were 19 per cent. up, including a seasonal 
increase in toys. 

Amongst exports not classed as manufactures, shipments of food, 
beverages and tobacco were valued at £20 million. There were increases 
of about one-half in cereals and cereal preparations and one-quarter 
in whisky, while refined sugar nearly doubled. Exports of fuels, etc., 
exceeded £16 million in October. Coal, etc., shipments showed the 
average increase, but exports of petroleum, etc., rose sharply (by 
32 per cent.) to £104 million. 


Imports 

Imports in October were £30} million more than the monthly 
average in January-September. Two-thirds of this increase related to 
arrivals of food, beverages and tobacco which at over £139 million 
were 17 per cent. above the previous level. There were only small 
increases in the aggregate in basic materials (1 per cent.) and fuels 
(34 per cent.), while manufactures showed the average rise (9} per 
cent.). 

Several of the movements contributing. to the increase in food, etc., 
were seasonal. Imports of unrefined sugar were 23 per cent. (£2 
million) above the January-September level, with heavy arrivals 
from South Africa, Mauritius and Australia. Imports of tea were 
rather large in the second and third quarters this year in relation to 
normal seasonality, and the quantity arriving in October was only 
3 per cent. more than the January-September monthly rate, but 
higher average prices (partly relating to better qualities) raised the 
value by 47 per cent. (over £4 million). Arrivals of tobacco continued 
their autumn rise, approaching £15 million, or nearly treble the rate 
in the previous nine months. Fruits and vegetables and dairy products 
also moved upwards from recent levels, somewhat against the usual 
seasonal pattern, but were below the January-September monthly 
averages. Of the increases not specifically caused by seasonal factors, 
the most important were in cereals and feedingstuffs, where imports 
in October were respectively 17 and 48 per cent. more than the rate 
in January-September, with heavier arrivals of coarse grains and 
oilseed cake and meal. 

Although the value of basic materials as a whole (nearly £94 million) 
was only {£1 million more than the rate in the previous nine months, 
there were much wider movements in particular commodities, again 
partly seasonal. ee rae high; softwood at {11} 
million was one-third ve anuary-September rate, pitprops 
almost trebled, and hardwood also rose. Oil seeds, etc., and animal 
and vegetable oils, on the other hand, fell seasonally in October. 
Wool, though showing the usual seasonal upturn from the September 
low, was 15 per cent. less than the January-September average. Of 
items not affected by seasonality, woodpulp was over {1 miilion 
(13 per cent.) up in October, and hides and skins rose by 23 per cent. 
ce vant y + re Yr. at much the same level as in the third 
quarter and 12 per cent. (£2 million) above the January-September 
rate, with seasonally hign arrivals of iron ore. 

Imports of fuels totalled £37 million. Arrivals of coal continued to 
fall and at £2 million were only about half as much as the first nine 
months’ average. Imports of petroleum, etc., after fluctuating sharply 
in the third quarter, rose to nearly £35 million in October, 10 percent. 
more than in January-September; the increase was mainly in crude 
petroleum. 


Goods classed as manufactures approached £83 million in October.

British sports cars for United States. During his visit to this 
country the Executive Vice-President of Standard-Triumph Motor 
Company Inc. of New York placed an order with the parent company, 
Standard Motor Company Limited of Coventry, for 2,000 of the 
new Disc Brake T.R.3 sports car. The order is said to be worth 
4,000,000 dollars. Sales of the Triumph T.R.3 in America have 
advanced 95 per cent. this year over those of a similar period in 1955, 
and there are now over 4,000 of these sports cars in America. 


America orders bicycles. Hercules Cycle and Motor Company 
Ltd., of Birmingham, have announced that one of their representatives 
is returning from New York with orders amounting to more than 
two million dollars for bicycles to be delivered during the next few 
months. 


Overseas Trade in October (Continued) 


Machinery (electric and other) totalled £13 million, £2 million more 
than the nine months’ rate, including {£4} million more for machine 
tools. Imports of ships and boats and aircraft were also heavy; the 
aircraft figure (£14 million) included the first of the American DC7’s 
to be delivered to B.O.A.C. Non-ferrous metals increased sharply 
from the lower third quarter level and at £20 million were 7} per cent. 
above the January-September rate. Copper imports were heavier 
but average prices lower than in the first nine months, and aluminium 
arrivals were also heavier. Imports of iron and steel, though up on 
recent months, were 16 per cent. below the January-September level.

George 
Salter and Company Limited of West Bromwich announce that the 
Massey-Harris-Ferguson Company of Toronto has ordered a large 
quantity of roller bearings worth about 30,000 dollars. These are 
initial orders for the 1957 production programme and will be used in 
various types of Massey-Harris-Ferguson farm implements, parti- 
cularly combine harvesters, balers and spreaders. 


Electric locomotives for Rhodesia. English Electric Company 
Limited of London and Preston announce that Rhodesia Railways 
have ordered a further twelve 2,000 h.p. diesel electric locomotives. 
This repeat order follows shortly after the c letion by the company 
of the original contract for 23 locomotives my the same design and 
power. 


Steel form-work for Kariba project. Acrow (Engineers) Limited 
have been awarded the contract for all the steel form-work for the 
Kariba project, the first part amounting to over £100,000. The order 
was placed by the Italian group Impresit Kariba Ltd., the main 
contractors for the project. 


Cables for Kariba. 330,000 volt cables manufactured by British 
Insulated Callender’s Cables Ltd., of London, will be used in the 
Kariba Hydro-Electric Scheme following an order authorized by the 
Federal Power Board of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. The cables will 
connect the underground power house to the overhead transmission 
lines, and one of the special features of the installation requires the 
cables to be installed in a vertical shaft 525 feet deep. 


Pakistan orders British wireless transmitters. A.C. Cossor 
Limited, of London, have received an order worth £170,000 for 
transmitters for Pakistan. This is supplementary to a £250,000 order 
for similar fixed and mobile HF equipment placed three years ago. 


British firm to supervise welding in Pakistan. One of the 
biggest welding supervision contracts drawn up in recent years has 
been awarded to Welding Supervision Limited of London. The 
contract was placed by the Pakistan Industrial Development Cor- 
poration and calls for the company to inspect and carry out radio- 
graphic examination of the welding of a 200-mile natural gas pipeline 
in West Pakistan between December and June next year. 


Telecommunications network fox Portugal. An important 
contract, the British share of which exceeds £1,600,000, has recently 
been placed by the Portuguese Administracao Geral Dos Correios, 
Telegrafos E Telefones (C.T.T.), with Standard Telephone and 
Cables Limited for the provision of a comprehensive telecommunica- 
tions network between Lisbon and Oporto and other parts of the 


country. 


Finland orders jet fighters. Folland Aircraft Limited of South- 
ampton, announced on November 6, that the Government of Finland 
had signed a contract for a number of Folland Gnat light jet fighters 
for the use of their air force. This order, which is said to be the first 
to be placed for the Gnat by a European country, follows closely 
upon a £3 million order placed by the Government of India in 
September. 


Ocean-going tugs for Poland. Messrs. Charles Hill & Sons Ltd., 
of Bristol, have secured a contract for the of two ocean- 
going tugs for Poland. The order was placed by the Polish Government 
Buying Agent, Centromor, Centrala Merska Imporowa Ekepotawa, 
Warsaw, and the owners are the Polish Salvage Company Limited. 
The twin diesel gear engines are by Associated British Oil Engine 
Marine (National). 


Locomotives for Iraq. W. G. ee a Bc mest of Stafford, 
have supplied two diesel locomotives to Iraq for industrial installations. 


The 234 b.h.p. locomotives have been built for desert conditions 
and the design features special precautions against dust and sand.

The Canadian Market for Lifting Equipment 
To the Editor of the Board of Trade Journal 


Sir,- May we comment on a passage in the article about the 
Canadian market for lifting equipment in your November 3 issue? 
On page 930 there is a paragraph saying that ‘it would be an asset 
if British Motors having N.E.M.A. frame sizes could be installed.’ 

The fact is that the frame sizes of electrical motors as given in 
British Standard 2083 are, with one exception, in agreement with 
N.E.M.A. sizes — this having been done for the express purpose of 
permitting British and American motors to be interchanged. 

The output of British motors for a given frame size is somewhat 
higher than the output assigned to the same frame size by N.E.M.A., 
which means that the shaft diameters of British motors are slightly 
greater than those of the American motors having the same frame 
size. This point must be taken into account when replacing British 
motors by N.E.M.A. motors or vice versa. It should also be pointed 
out that at present the dimensional standardization of motor frame 
sizes in the United Kingdom is confined to motors up to 25 h.p.

October Index of Retail Prices 


THE OFFICIAL INDEX FIGURE, which measures changes in the 
average level of prices compared with the level at January 17, 1956 
(taken as 100), was 103 on October 16, compared with 102 on 
September 18. 


The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to higher 
prices for bread, together with some increases in rents and rates and 
in the average price of beer. These increases were partly offset by 
lower prices for eggs. 


In the series of figures in which the level of prices on June 17, 1947, 
is taken as 100, the index for October 16 was 158, compared with 157 
a month before.

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Anglo-Belgian Ceremony Inaugurates Work on 
British Pavilions for Brussels Exhibition 


WoRK ON THE SITE for the British pavilions at the 1958 Brussels 
Universal and International Exhibition was set in motion on Tuesday 
at an Anglo-Belgian ceremony held jointly in Brussels and London. 
The operative moment of the ceremony came with the pressing of a 
button at his headquarters in Westminster by the President of the 
Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, who had with him, among 
others, the Belgian Ambassador in London, the Marquis du Parc 
Locmaria. The President thus switched on a green light and rang a 
bei: on the Brussels site; and that was the signal for an excavator to 
start work. It was watched by the British Ambassador (Sir George 
Labouchere), the Director of Foreign Sections of the Commissariat 
General of the Belgian Government (Mons. P. van Hagendoren), the 
Commissioner-General for British Participation in the Exhibition 
(Sir John Balfour), and other representatives of the two countries. 

The ceremony opened with speeches by Sir George Labouchere 
on the theme of the Exhibition, which he said was to be ‘international 
co-operation,’ and by Mons. van Hagendoren, setting the scene on 
the site in Brussels. 

The Belgian Ambassador spoke at the Board of Trade in London. 
His Excellency said he wished to let listeners in London and in 
Brussels know ‘how much we are looking forward to seeing in 1958 
the fine contribution which Great Britain intends to make to our 
World Exhibition.’ That contribution should indeed strengthen still 
further the invaluable and numerous links of friendship that bound 
the two countries in so many fields. He knew how much Sir John 
Balfour’s efforts were being encouraged and assisted by the active 
interest which most of the industries of the United Kingdom were 
taking in an exhibit planned by the Federation of British Industries; 
and how much the President of the Board of Trade himself was 
doing to ensure that visitors to the Exnibition should see a very 
representative display of the art, the skill and the highly creative 
imagination which British people had shown in so many fields. The 
Ambassador was ‘very happy that our Exhibition will fully represent 
the achievements of a country which most of us consider to be not 
only the mother of so many forms of modern industry, but also the 
far-sighted promoter of research, development and adjustment to 
the needs of the World of to-morrow.’ 

Thirty-Million Visitors Expected 

The President of the Board of Trade made the point that the 
Brussels Exhibition would be far more than a trade fair: it would 
demonstrate the contribution which the nations of the world had made 
to the advancement of mankind and to better international under- 
standing. Great Britain and her industry had played a great part in 
human progress. At Brussels in 1958 both Government and private 
industry were determined that her contribution should be worthy 
of her achievements and of her future. No great trading nation could 
afford to ignore the opportunity which the Brussels Exhibition would 
afford. 

The President explained that the British site at Brussels would be 
given over chiefly to two pavilions: the British Government pavilion, 
which would display ‘our way of life and our contribution to civiliza- 
tion,’ and the British Industries pavilion, which would show the part 
industry had played and would continue to play in making that way 
of life and that contribution possible. 

‘Seventeen months still te us from the opening of the 
Exhibition in April 1958,’ the President added. ‘It is none too long. 
I believe that our Belgian friends have been at work on this project 
since 1952, and I know that we who are organizing the British display 
already have many months of hard work behind us. In fact, time is 
running short. I hope that those sections of British industry who still 
propose to show the world what they can do at Brussels will lose no 
time in deciding to play their part in ensuring that the industrial 
pavilion is all that it should be.’ 

About 50 nations and international organizations would be 
represented at Brussels in 1958. Great Espa had taken one of the 
largest sites in the Exhibition grounds. The purpose was to show the 
30 million people who were expected to visit the Exhibition from all 
parts of the world a sample of what was best in Britain’s national life 


and of what Great Britain was giving to the peoples of the whole world. 
This would be a big job and a job worth doing well. “We have some- 
times been accused of not blowing our own trumpet abroad. Brussels 
offers us a chance of doing so and we must make sure that our trumpet 
call is loud, harmonious and sustained.’ 


The British Pavilions and What They will Show 


Sir John Balfour followed with a speech on and from the site in 
Brussels. He said that the British Government Pavilion, whose 
organizers in the Central Office of Information had wide experience 
of exhibition ‘technique, would provide illustrations of Britain’s 
achievements in the political, social, cultural and scientific fields. 
On entering it visitors would see a vivid and richly-coloured display 
of ceremonial regalia. This portrayal of Britain as the home of ancient 
traditions should heighten the impact of what would immediately 
follow — an exhibit showing something of the remarkable part that 
British enterprise was playing in developing the peaceful uses of 
n aclear energy. By these contrasting displays it was hoped to persuade 
visitors that Britain’s pride in her past glories was matched and 
surpassed by the contribution she was making to modern economic 
and industrial progress — that she was a country of to-morrow as well 
as of yesterday. 

Other exhibits in the national pavilion would include a section 
designed as a reminder of the many things in the world that owed their 
origin to the initiative and inventive spirit of the British —- from steam 
engines to football, from boy scouts to penicillin, from the letter post 
to radar. 

The British Industries pavilion would be much the larger of the 
two. It was the responsibility of the Federation of British Industries, 
working through its subsidiary British Overseas Fairs Ltd. It would 
provide a unique opportunity to show the world Britain’s finest 
products and some of her latest advances in industrial techniques. 
Brussels in 1958 would be a gigantic shopwindow, and the Exhibition 
itself an infinitely more important occasion than the usual type of 
trade fair. 

Plans for the pavilion were making good progress. It would have a 
most attractive appearance, with glass walls that would be floodlit 
at night. In keeping with the theme of the Exhibition, its contents 
would be grouped to tell the story of Britain’s industrial achievement. 
For example, there would be a special sectiondealing with generation 
and the supply of power, including a composite display by the 
electrical industry, the Atomic Energy Authority, and the leading 
firms dealing with nuclear development. Another section would show 
a wide range of light and heavy engineering products, including 
automation equipment. There would also be a traditional English inn 
where refreshments would be available for thirsty visitors. 


F.B.I1.’s Statement 


In a statement issued in connection with the ceremony the Federa- 
tion of British Industries say that the British Industries pavilion at 
the Brussels Exhibition of 1958 will give our industry its first oppor- 
tunity since the war of displaying its finest products at a great inter- 
national exhibition and of showing the world the part which British 
industry has played and is playing in the service of mankind 

The British Industries pavilion is organized, on behalf of industry 
as a whole, by the Federation of British Industries through its sub- 
sidiary, British Overseas Fairs Ltd. The pavilion, literally a shop 
window since its walls will be of glass and it will be brilliantly lit 
from within at night, is the work of British architects and will be built 
almost entirely of British materials. In its area of more than 60,000 
sq. ft., and in a spacious enclosed courtyard outside the building, 
visitors will see the best that Great Britain can make and the processes 
that have gone into its production... . 

Many industries and individual firms will combine their efforts to 
show an exciting and representative picture of our industrial life and 
of the contribution which British industry makes to the world.

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Questions Asked and Answered. in: Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Thursday November 15 


European Common Market 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
was asked what formal communication he had now received regarding 
the agreement that had been reached by the six nations on the main 
principles involved in the formation of a Eu customs union; 
and if he would give an assurance that Her Majesty’s Government 
would now join in those discussions to work out the details for a 
harmonious development of a larger European common market in 
which the United Kingdom would participate. 


The President replied that the answer to the first part of the 
Question was ‘None, sir’; but the Report on which the six nations 
were basing their negotiations had been published. 


As regards the second part of the Question, he was not yet in a 
position to add to the Answer given on October 23 by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 


Effects of Suez Canal Blockage 


The President was asked what estimate he had made of the effect 
which the blocking of the Suez Canal would have on imports from 
Commonwealth and Colonial sources; and if he would make a state- 
ment. 


The President said that of our total imports slightly less than one 
quarter by value came through the Suez Canal in the first nine months 
of 1956. Most of those imports, with the exception of oil, came from 
Commonwealth countries. 


Some routes were more affected by the closing of the Canal than 
others, and it was not practicable to make a general estimate of the 
delays which would be involved. He was confident that traders, in 
co-operation with shipping companies, would be able to accomplish 
the necessary re-routing in a way which would reduce the effects on 
our supplies to a minimum, and on examining our stock position he 
saw no grounds for serious aporehension about our supplies from 
Commonwealth countries. 


Imports of Paper and Newsprint 

The direct effect of the Middle East situation on imports of paper 
and newsprint was likely to be negligible, it was stated, since all the 
newsprint and nearly all the paper the United Kingdom imported 
came from North America and Europe. 


Flammability in Fabrics 

Asked if he was now able to say if the British Standards Institute 
had decided on a standard for flammable materials, the President 
stated that he understood that the British Standards Institution 
hoped to publish before long a standard describing and correlating 
agreed methods of testing flammability in textiles. The British Stand- 
ards Institution Committee concerned with this complex problem 
was also considering what information should be given to the public 
about flammability in fabrics and garments, and he thought it would 
be better to await its report. 


Steel for Shipbuilding 

A questioner asked the President if he was aware of the difficulties 
and delays in shipbuilding arising from a shortage of steel; and what 
action he would take to ensure that no further fall in supplies to ship- 
building and other essential export industries was caused by reductions 
in overall steel production due to reduced oil shipments. 

The President answered that deliveries of steel to the shipbuilding 
industry in the first nine months of ie were 15 per cent. higher 
than in the corresponding period of 1955, but he was aware that they 
and other industries could do with more steel. He was consulting with 


the Iron and Steel Board about the possible effect of reduced oil 


supplies on steel deliveries. 


Scottish Development Area 

Asked to state how many Government-financed factories in the 
Scottish Development Area he had approved since June 1, 1956; 
and how many had been deferred, the President replied: “Three and 
two respectively, Sir.’ 


Private Factory Building in Scotland * 

A Member asked the President what consultations he had had with 
the Scottish Council (Development and Industry) regarding the 
provision of factories to rent in Scotland. He replied that if the 
Member had in mind a scheme which the Scottish Council had been 
considering to interest private capital in factory building in Scotland, 
the answer was that whilst he had not been formally consulted, the 
Board of Trade had been kept informed. 


Monday November 19 


Closing of Suez Canal 


In two further questions on the closing of the Suez Canal the 
President was asked what was his estimate of the additional cost of 
the re-routing of ships on the price of our imports and exports, and 
the additional time on deliveries, and what action he proposed to 
take to assist British manufacturers to overcome these difficulties; 
and to what extent he anticipated the closing of the Canal would 


lose us export markets. 


The President referred the questioner to the answer given on 
November 15 (see above) and added that it was not practicable to 
make a general estimate of the additional cost of re-routing our 
exports nor of the delays which would be involved. He pointed out 
that these disadvantages would be shared with many of our com- 
petitors in the export markets affected. 


Tuesday.November 20 


Effect of Oil and Petrol Restrictions 

The President was asked if he was yet in a position to state the 
effect which the recent restrictions in the use of oil and petrol were 
having on industry and employment in Scotland. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Frederick 
Erroll, said his information was that the recent restrictions on oil and 
petrol had not had any appreciable effect on industry or employment 
in Scotland.

United oe Position in 
October Operations of E.P.U. 


THE EUROPEAN PAYMENTS UNION settlement for the month of 
October, 1956, has now taken place. The operation disclosed a 
United Kingdorn net deficit for the month of £13,035,714 (36,500,000 
units of account equivalent to the United States dollar). This deficit 
has been settled as to 75 per cent. by a gold payment by the United 
Kingdom to the Union, and as to 25 per cent. by the granting of 
credit to the United Kingdom by the Union. 

Further payments as shown below have also been made in respect 
of the special repayments agreed between the United Kingdom and 
certain other countries with the object of reducing the United Kingdom 
debt to E.P.U.:

As a result of the above transactions the total United Kingdom

Customs Duties on Dumped and 
Subsidized Imports 


THE QUEEN’S SPEECH indicated that a Bill would be introduced 
in the present Session of Parliament to enable the Government to 
impose anti-dumping and countervailing duties on dumped or sub- 
sidized imports. 

A White Paper (Cmd. No. 6, price 3d., by post 5d.) explaining 
the procedure to be followed was published on November 14, and 
the Resolution to be moved in Committee of Ways and Means has 
been tabled. The Bill cannot be introduced and published until the 
House has agreed to the Report Stage of the Ways and Means 
Resolution. 


Ulster Wants New Industries 


SPEAKING at the Ulster Association’s dinner in London on November 
15, Lord Mancroft, Joint Parliamentary Under Secretary of State for 
the Home Department, said a warm welcome still awaited new industry 
in Ulster. The advantages to industry were obvious —plenty of 
willing workers, strikes a rarity, generous Government assistance 
and credit squeezed more gently than elsewhere. 

Ulster for her part wanted to reduce her over-high unemployment 
and break away from her over-concentrated economy. But Ulster 
did not want fair weather industrialists who would pack their bags 
if the sun stopped shining. Those newcomers would be most welcome 
who were prepared to identify their fortunes with those of Ulster — 
come what may.

Britain and E.C.S.C.: ahd of 
Association Meet in London 


THE FOURTH MEETING of the Council of Association between the 
United Kingdom Government and the High Authority of the European 
Coal and Steel Community took place at Lancaster House, St. 
James’s, London, on November 16. 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
presided at the meeting. The other representatives of the United 
Kingdom were Mr. Aubrey Jones, Minister of Fuel and Power; 
Mr. James Bowman, Chairman of the National Coal Board; and 
Sir Archibald Forbes, Chairman of the Iron and Steel Board. The 
High Authority were represented by M. Rene Mayer, President of 
the High Authority, M. Franz Etzel, Senior Vice-President, and 
M. Dirk Spierenburg and M. Albert Wehror, Members of the High 
Authority. 


The President of the Board of Trade expressed to the High Autho- 
rity the sympathy of the United Kingdom Government in the recent 
tragic mining disaster at Marcinelle and referred to the co-operation 
of United Kingdom experts with those of the Community in consider- 
ing additional measures for safety in mines. 


The Council then held its detailed exchange of views on the coal 
and steel situation in the Community and the United Kingdom and 
received reports from the chairmen of its Coal, Steel and Trade 
Relations Committees. 


Information on Prices 


The Council of Association agreed that the Middle East crisis

THE PROPORTION of United Kingdom imports and exports carried 
by air continued to rise in 1955, and the increase in the airborne 
proportion of total imports (but not of total exports) accelerated in 
the first half of 1956, In value, airborne exports exceed airborne 
imports. 

Compared with 1954, when exports by air of United Kingdom 
produce and manufactures, at £60 million, made up 2-3 per cent.

these accounted for over 70 per cent. of total exports by air, and the 
corresponding figure for imports was over 80 per cent. of total imports 
by air. 


Of these, the country which had the highest value of airborne 
trade with the United Kingdom was France, Air traffic each way was 
about equal at over £6 million, the-exports accounting for nearly 16 
per cent. of total United Kingdom exports to France, and the imports 
for 10 per cent. of total United Kingdom imports from France. 


The next most important country in the United Kingdom’s trade 
by air was the United States, where again traffic each way was about 
equal at £6 million but represented a higher proportion of total exports 
to the United States (5 per cent.) than of total imports (3 per cent.). 


There is two-way air traffic at a high level between the United 
Kingdom and a number of her Western European neighbours — 
Western Germany, the Netherlands, Switzerland and Italy, and also 
the Irish Republic; but United Kingdom imports from Belgium 
(£0-4 million) are not very high compared with United Kingdom 
exports to Belgium (£1-7 million). Imports by air from Switzerland 
account for 14 per cent, of total imports from Switzerland; this is the 
highest proportion from any country. 


United Kingdom imports from Canada consist mainly of bulky 
foodstuffs and raw materials, and thus the £14 million worth of 
goods flown from Canada accounted for a much lower proportion of 
total imports than did the £5 million worth of exports by air of total 
United Kingdom exports to Canada. Australia is also mainly a supplier 
of bulk commodities and United Kingdom imports by air alone would 
not have justified the inclusion of Australia among the 12 countries. 
Trade by air with distant countries tended to be lower in proportion 
to the total trade than in the case of Western European countries and 
North America. The value of United Kingdom exports flown to 
Australia was £1 million, but this was less than 1 per cent. of total 
United Kingdom exports to Australia. 


United Kingdom exports by air to South Africa, at less than 1_per 
cent. of the total, were also lower than the comparable proportion 
figures for nearer countries. On the other hand, imports by air from 
South Afvica were nearly 5 per cent. of the total (value £2 million) 
and in this connection it should be noted that the trade accounts 


exclude gold and unset diamonds and other precious and semi- 
precious stones. 

Note: Due to rounding, the figures in the tables do not always 
add to the totals.

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Seasonal Fall in Paper and Board Production in” 
Third Quarter 


PRODUCTION OF PAPER in the third quarter (which contained 
the holiday months of July and August) was about 13 per cent. less 
than in the previous quarter and 2 per cent. less than in the third 
quarter of 1955. Board production followed a similar pattern, being 
14 per cent. less than in the previous quarter, although slightly 
higher (1 per cent.) than in the third quarter of 1955. Total production 
of paper and board in the first nine months of 1956 was the same 


as in the corresponding period of 1955, newsprint and board being 
slightly higher than in 1955 and paper other than newsprint slightly 
lower. 

The seasonal fall in production in the third quarter was reflected 
in lower consumption of the main paper making materials. Mill 
stocks of woodpulp and waste paper rose; both reached record 
post-war levels.

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Shipping Movement at United Kingdom Ports 








24 November 1956 


Seasonal Rise in Third Quarter of 1956 


ENTRANCES AND CLEARANCES in the foreign trade at United 
Kingdom ports rose seasonally in the third quarter of this year. They 
were, however, slightly lower than in the third quarter last year, when 
activity was at a high level because shipping had accumulated during 
dock strikes in the summer months. Entrances and clearances in ballast 
were greater than in the third quarter a year ago. 


The proportion of Commonwealth vessels entering with cargo in 
the foreign trade in the third quarter decreased to 53 per cent. com- 
pared with 55 per cent. a year ago. Norwegian entrances with cargo, 
which account for almost one-fifth of foreign tonnage, were 22 per 
cent. higher in the third quarter than in the same quarter last year. 
German, Belgian and Italian ships were among other foreign vessels 
whose net tonnage also increased. 


Entrances with cargo from only two of the main trading areas 
increased in the third quarter compared with the same quarter of the 
previous year; the net tonnage of ships with cargo entering from East 
Africa, Persian Gulf and India rose by 14 per cent. and from North 
America (Atlantic Coast) by 4 per cent. About a quarter of all entrances 
with cargo come from Northern Europe, and in the third quarter the 
net tonnage entering from this area fell by 8 per cent. compared 
with a year ago and there was a decrease of 15 per cent. in tonnage 
entering from Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
countries. 


Arrivals with cargo at all the principal ports in the foreign trade 
were lower in the third quarter than a year ago when activity, par- 


ticularly at London, Liverpool, Hull and Manchester, was at a high 
level following dock strikes at these ports. The greatest decline this 
year was at London, where there was a 9 per cent. drop in the third 
quarter compared with the same quarter last year. Departures with 
cargo from London were about the same in the third quarter as a year 
ago; at Liverpool and Manchester they were up by 5 and 14 per cent.

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Domestic Furniture Production in Third Quarter 


FINAL FIGURES for the value of deliveries of domestic furniture in 
the third quarter of 1956 show an increase of 2 per cent. over the 
provisional estimates which were published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on November 3 (page 923). The amendment has been 
necessary because a number of firms in the bedroom furniture section 
of the trade whose experience differed from the average for the remain- 
ing bedroom furniture manufacturers, sent in their returns too late to 
be used for provisional estimates. 


of 1955, but allowance being made for price increases, the volume of 
deliveries was 3 per cent. less. 

Orders on hand increased from £5-2 million at the end of June to 
£7-9 million at the end of September. In the same period last year, 
they increased from nearly £6 million to £9-7 million, and in 1954 
from £6-9 million to £13-3 million. 

The figures are based on returns from firms in the furniture 


industry employing more than 10 persons on the production of domestic 
furniture; they also include the production of divans by all firms in 
the bedding industry. They appear in summary form in Table 1 
with details for the main types in Table 2. 


The final figures show that in value terms, total deliveries of domestic 
furniture were 1 per cent. higher than in the corresponding quarter

American Industries and Their 
Official Tariff 


‘WHAT THE TARIFF MEANS TO AMERICAN INDUSTRIES” is the 
title and subject of a useful book published in New York by the 
(United States) Council on Foreign Relations and in London by the 
Royal Institute of International Affairs. 

Where other writers have examined the United States tariff from 
the point of view, principally, of broad national interests, Dr. Percy 
W. Bidwell applies himself in this new book to the way a 
or local legislator looks at tariff Bills as they come up. What industries 
in his district think they need protection? If they complain of injury 
from foreign imports, are these imports really responsible for the 
injury, or does the cause lie elsewhere? Dr. Bidwell does not seek to 
supply ready-made answers but to create, by intensive study of eight 
widely varied industries, a clearer understanding of the impact of 
foreign competition as he sees it and of the responses it evokes. 

The industries studied are e manufacture, iron and steel, 
woollens and worsteds, bicycles, watches, household chinaware and 
hand-fashioned glassware. The crucial discussed in each 
instance is ‘How far does the industry depend upon tariff protection?’ 
The author’s conclusions vary, of course. On bicycles he writes, 
inter alia, that ‘judging from present indications the American industry 
would be foolish to pin its hopes for salvation on tariff protection, 
either at the present level or at any level attainable i in the near future’; 
and for the watch industry he believes that ‘on purely economic 
grounds it would be difficult to justify Government assistance either 
through tariffs, subsidies or in any other way.’ In other cases he is 
less definite. 

In assembling information and in forming his judgments the 
author, in addition to printed sources, made liberal use of interviews 
with businessmen, economists and technical experts, both in Govern- 
ment and private employment.

How An Exporter Broke New Ground When the 
Home Market was Closed 


By Richard S. Grover, J.P., Managing Director of a Gloucestershire Firm of Pianoforte Manufacturers 


THE WRITER is managing director of a firm which for fifty years 
has been manufacturing economically-priced pianos. Before the 
1939/45 war production was almost entirely for the home market, 
although a very little export business came from Argentina, Australia, 
South Africa and Eire. During the war manufacture of pianos ceased 
entirely, and most of the employees either joined the forces or went 
to the larger armament firms in the area. A large part of the factory 
was requisitioned, although a small number of key men were retained 
and employed on precision work for the aircraft and other armament 
industries. 


When the war ended in 1945 we did not elect to concentrate our 
efforts on export: we were forced to do so if we were to rebuild our 
normal business of piano manufacture, as the Government of the 
day would not release scarce materials for the manufacture of pianos 
for the home market. This state of affairs was to continue until the 
middle of July 1949, and the manufacture of pianos, with the exception 
of one or two small ‘frustrated export’ licences granted to overcome 
shipping difficulties caused by dock strikes, was 100 per cent. for 
export until that date. Even to-day, when the home market has been 
liberalized for some time, more than two thirds of a larger output 
is still being exported. 


‘Export or Starve’ 


It will be seen that, for us, it was a case of ‘export or starve’, 
and that we have a fairly long experience of exporting. In the early 
days of 1945 and 1946 output was comparatively small, as it took 
time to rebuild our labour force. The German piano industry, which 
had a large export trade before the war, was out of business. Compara- 
tively little sales effort was necessary to start exporting; we did not 
have to go out looking for markets — they came to us. 

By the end of 1945 we were doing business in Argentina, Australia, 
Sweden, Iceland, Malta, Havana, Palestine and South Africa. In 
1946 sixteen markets were added, including Brazil, which rapidly 
became a very large market, and a pattern was established which was 
to continue until 1952. In this, about two-thirds of our production 
went to Brazil, Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and Argentina, 
the first three being far and away the largest markets. The remainder 
of our output was distributed between a number of smaller markets, 
of which Israel, Singapore and Malaya, and Hong Kong were sizeable. 

During this first phase of our post-war export experience, our 
efforts were concentrated on increasing production to meet the 
demand which existed in the absence of German competition. No 
visits were made to overseas markets, although a good many customers 
visited us. We tended to open business in a new market with the first 
inquirer with whom business resulted. Many of the agencies esta- 
blished in this haphazard way have proved permanent and satis- 
factory, but in one or two cases the best possible agent was not 
obtained, and changes have subsequently been made. We showed 
regularly at the British Industries Fair, and a few good accounts were 
opened as a result, although as our World cover became more complete, 
the opportunities of finding new business through the B.I.F. decreased. 


Tackling Difficulties 

From 1952 we were to enter a second phase in which it became 
necessary to concentrate much more effort on selling. In March of 
that year the Australian, New Zealand and Brazilian markets became 
closed to our mmports, not because the demand for our goods ceased, 
but owing to and currency difficulties. The 
alpen 2 es markets had been lost for similar reasons some 
time So large a proportion of our exports had been going 


to these markets that the opening of new outlets became a matter of 
urgency. 

Since our goods sell by virtue of being excellent value for money, 
we were anxious to avoid inflating selling expenses to the point 
where rises in price would be necessary to cover the increased over- 
heads. Advice was obtained from the Regional Office of the Board of 
Trade which helped with names and addresses of importers in various 
countries, including the United States, where a small marginal 
business has been developed, and Canada, where rather more success 
has been experienced. It was decided to make a strong effort in the 
Continental countries where business might be possible, and which 
could be visited at comparatively little expense. 

Sweden, the best Continental market, where immediately prior 
to 1952 we had been doing a small business, was visited, and some 
re-arrangement of agencies was made. Sweden has been visited 
regularly since 1952: business has steadily increased, and, in the first 
ten months of 1956 has considerably exceeded the whole of any 
previous year. By visits and personal investigations good markets 
have been established in Holland, Switzerland, Italy and West 
Germany, and small markets in Finland, Norway and France, these 
last three being hampered by import restrictions or high rates of 
duty. It has been found possible to visit and keep in touch with these 
markets for the comparatively modest expenditure of £400 to £500 
per annum. The Continent of Europe, taken as a whole, is now our 
second largest market, and we expect to export more than 400 pianos 
to Europe in the current year. 


Help from Board of Trade Regional Office 


In developing these Continental markets a great deal of use has 
been made of the services of our Regional office of the Board of Trade. 
We find that, provided the Regional Office is given full information 
as to the type of importer required, they can give a considerable 
amount of help. In our case we did not wish to do business on the 
Continent with wholesalers, or commission agents, but direct with the 
leading music retailers, and once this was made plain to the Regional 
Office, they provided information which saved us much time and 
trouble. In one case it was possible for the writer to pay his first visit 
to a country after leading firms had placed and received sample orders, 
thus saving one journey. 

To-day we are manufacturing 20 per cent. more pianos than we 
did before the setback in 1952, and we are still exporting a little over 
two thirds of our output. New Zealand is our largest single market, 
and considerable numbers of pianos are again being taken by Australia 
and South Africa. Brazil, Argentine and Israel are markets still 
closed to us, but a considerable proportion of output goes to a great 
variety of small markets all over the World. In addition to the Con- 
tinental markets mentioned above, pianos are being supplied to most 
countries of the African Continent, to many countries in the Far 
East including Hong Kong, Indonesia, Japan, Singapore and Malaya, 
and to countries in the Caribbean area and in South and Central 
America. 


Useful Lessons 


During the time we have been exporting, a number of lessons 
have been learnt which might be of value to firms newly entering 
the export field: 


1. 1952 taught us the danger of ‘having all our eggs in too few 
baskets’. This may seem obvious, but, where demand is large and

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clamorous from certain countries, it is not easy to avoid being squeezed 
into.such a position, 


2. Conditions to-day are such that markets are likely to be cut off, 
because of currency difficulties, at a moment’s notice. Once you are 
fairly established in the export field, it is necessary to search con- 
tinuously for new opportunities if exports are to be maintained, 
let alone increased. (The latest casualty is Eire, where import duties 
have been raised to such a level as to make business virtually 
impossible.) 

3. Visits to overseas markets undoubtedly cement goodwill. Once 
the postwar seller's market was over, the information obtained by 
such visits helped us to make modifications in models, designs, and 
methods of manufacture, which have made our goods more acceptable 
in various markets. 


4. Where the selling budget is limited the best value is obtained 
by concentrating on those markets where competition is particularly 
keen, and/or where the possibilities of increased business seem 
particularly promising. So many countries have import restrictions 
which limit opportunities that it pays to visit frequently those countries 
where imports are liberalized. Sweden, Holland, Belgium, Switzer- 
land, and West Germany are countries near at hand where, provided 
you have the type of goods they want, extra selling effort will reap 
a rich reward. In our particular business we feel that the proposed 
European Free Trade Area would present a golden opportunity. 


5. It never does to have pre-conceived ideas about a market, and 
to regard it, without investigation, as impossible. We thought it 
most unlikely that we could sell pianos to our principal competitor, 
Germany, but an initial inquiry from that country, which resulted 
in orders, led us to investigate the possibilities, and we are now doing 
a substantial and increasing business. 


We do not regret having been forced into the export field after the 
war. It has brought many headaches, but has given us a much wider 
scope for our products and has added tremendously to the interest 
of what was already a fascinating business.

Legislation 


Unper S.R.O. 2290 dated October 6, 1956, the Government of 
India requires that from January 15, 1957, the term ‘Made in India’ 
(in the English language) be applied to, or on the containers of, 
certain goods produced or assembled in India. 

S.R.O. 2290 reads as follows: 

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 12A 
of the Indian Merchandise Marks Act, 1889 (4 of 1889), the Central 
Government, being convinced on inquiry that it is necessary in the public 
interest so to do, directs with efiect from January 15, 1957, as follows, 
namely: 

1. Subject to the provisions of sub-section (5) of Section 12A of the said 
Act, the classes of goods specified in column 2, of the schedule hereto 
annexed, which are made or produced within the limits of India, shall, at 
the time of sale, whether by wholesale or retail have applied to them in the 
English language the indication ‘Made in India’ in the manner specified 
in the corresponding entry in column 3, of the said Schedule. 

2. Where due to the smallness of the size of the goods or otherwise it is 
impracticable to mark the country of origin on the goods themselves, or where 
it is not possible to do so without adversely affecting the quality of the goods, 
or without undue expenditure, the indication may be applied on the wrapper, 
container, covering or label attached to such goods. 

3. In this notification: 

(a) the expression ‘containers or coverings’ includes a wrapper, cover, 
band, packet, box, carton, capsule, stopper, cork, top, frame, case, 
tin, can, phial, bottle, jar, vessel or any other covering or container 
in or with which the goods of any class specified in the Schedule 
are sold or exposed for sale; 

(b) ‘label’ includes any ticket, band, card or tag; 

(c) ‘applied’ includes attached, enclosed, annexed, inserted, secured, 
fastened, stitched or sewn. 

4. The classes of goods mentioned in the Schedule to this notification are 
supplementary to those mentioned in Part II of the Schedule to S.R.O. 440, 
dated March 31, 1951.* 

5. In regard to items Nos. 13 and 25 of the Schedule the inscription to be 
applied to them shall be ‘Container made in India.’ 

6. Where goods are assembled in India with foreign and indigenous parts, 
the marking to be applied to them shall be ‘Made in India.’

France and Denmark 


THE TEXT of a new trade agreement between France and Denmark, 
effective from October 1, 1956, to September 30, 1957, was published 
in the French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I’Industrie of 
November 1. The agreement was signed in Paris on October 26. 

French exports to Denmark, for which provision has been made in 
the agreement, include wines and spirits, perfumery, photographic 
products, glassware, motorized bicycles, fancy jewellery and sun- 
glasses. 


Danish exports to France will include fish, processed milk, butter, 
agar-agar, beer, chemical products, nautical equipment and refrigera- 
tion regulator equipment. Provision has also been made for ship- 
building and repairs. 

Danish exports to French overseas territories for which provision 
has been made include processed milk, butter, cheese, beer and 
mechanical and electrical equipment.

West Germany and Chile 


IT WAS OFFICIALLY announced in Bonn that a new trade and 
payments agreement was signed between West Germany and Chile 
on November 2, the previous agreement of December 10, 1953, 
having ceased to be in force on September 30, 1956. 

Under the new agreement all payments between the two countries 
will be made in freely convertible currency with retrospective effect 
from October 1, 1956. Chile has been added to the list of countries 
to which the German dollar free list applies, and deleted from the 
free list of May 16, 1956, for imports from Brazil, Chile, Finland, 
Japan and Uruguay.

India and Chile 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between India and Chile was signed in 
New Delhi on October 16. The two countries have agreed (subject 
to their respective import, export, foreign exchange and other 
regulations), to give maximum facilities for import and export of 
commodities of interest to either party. They have also agreed (with 
certain limited exceptions) to grant each other most-favoured-nation 
treatment in all matters concerning customs duties and accessory 
charges. , 

The agreement is provisionally effective forthwith, subject to the 
laws of Chile in regard to ratification of agreements. It will remain 
valid until December 31, 1959, unless denounced by either party 
giving six months’ notice. 


Italy and Switzerland 


THE ITALO-swiss Trade and Payments Agreements which were 
signed in Berne on October 21, 1950 have been renewed for a further 
year from November 1, 1956 to October 31, 1957. 





U.K. Commercial Representatives Overseas 


Samoa: Mr. P. W. H. Kelly, the General Manager of the New 
Zealand Reparations Estates, has succeeded Mr. D. R. A. Eden 
as United Kingdom Trade Correspondent at Apia, Samoa. 

South Africa: The telegraphic addresses of the United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioners’ offices at Johannesburg, Cape Town and 
Durban have been changed to “T'radcom.’ The telegraphic address 
of the Pretoria’ office rémains unchanged. 








China and Egypt 


THE PROTOCOL for the second year of the Sino-Egyptian long term 
Trade Agreement and a new Payments Agreement was signed in 
Cairo on October 22. 


The trade protocol which is valid for one year provides that both 
parties shall, within that period, exchange commodities to the value 
of £12 million each, compared with the agreed exchanges of £10 
million each during the first year of the agreement (see Board of 
Trade Journal of October 15, 1955, page 856). 


The payments agreement provides for the establishment by the 
National Bank of Egypt and the People’s Bank of China of interest-free 
clearing accounts and that the net balance between the accounts will 
be settled on the demand of the creditor country, im a currency 
acceptable to that country. A ‘swing’ of up to £2 million is provided 
for. 


The Egyptian Minister of Commerce stated that the agreement 
‘would facilitate and regularize direct payments between the two 
countries, especially those relating to the of goods, freight 
charges and insurance, expenses of Embassies, Consulates and trade 
offices, and also cultural exchanges.’ 


Brazil and Uruguay 


THE TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION between Brazil 
and Uruguay has been extended until March 3, 1957, by an exchange 
of notes in Rio de Janeiro dated September 1, 1956.

What 
the Embassy would really like — and it is really essential before they 
can attract the attention of potential buyers — is a clear quotation of 
c.i.f. or c. & f. prices Khorramshahr, to which can be added a quotation 
of discounts so long as these are clearly explained. Full and clear 
information about United Kingdom firms’ agency arrangements in 
Iran, and about their prices, will make it much easier for the Embassy 
to assist them when the need arises.

Import Duties on Some Blankets 
and Textiles 


THE IMPORT DUTIES leviable in the United States on blankets and 
car rugs exceeding three yards in length, and on fabrics which contain 
17 per cent. or more by weight of wool but are not in chief value of 
wool, are in both cases calculated on the basis of the duty applicable 
to woven woollen fabrics. The United States recently imposed a 
tariff-rate quota on imported woollen fabrics (see page 799 of the 
Board of Trade Journal, October 13). 

The United States Customs have now issued a Treasury Decision 
to the effect that articles mentioned above are not subject to the quota 
limitations applicable to woven woollen fabrics, but will be subject 
to the increased ad valorem duty when entered, or withdrawn, for 
consumption after the quota for the period is filled. For ease of 
reference the tariff items concerned and the rates of duty which will

‘Escape Clause’ Application on Some 
Woven Jute Fabrics 


THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission have instituted an investi- 
gation, under the ‘Escape Clause’ procedure, into imports of ‘woven 
fabrics, wholly of jute, not-specially. provided for, not bleached, 
printed, stenciled, painted, dyed, , or rendered non-inflammable, 
classifiable under paragraph 1008 of the Tariff Act of 1930; wider 
than 114 inches, having a minimum thread count of 25 per square 
inch counting the warp and the filling, and weighing between 8 and 24 
ounces per square yard.’ 

A further notice will be published when a public hearing is ordered. 
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Reclassification of Parts of Bracelets 


THE UNITED STATES Bureau of Customs have ruled in Treasury 
Decision 54,224, published on October 25, 1956, that: 

‘Merchandise made of base metal consisting of expanding links, each 
about $ in. long, in 10 or 11 link sections j together with a short con- 
necting link about } in. long which can readily be snapped open, imported 
in the piece in long lengths, is properly classifiable under paragraph 1527 (c), 
Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, as unfinished watch bracelets, dutiable at 
the rate of 55 per cent. ad valorem if valued over 20 cents but not over $5 
per dozen pieces or at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem if valued over $5 
per dozen pieces. 

‘Previously it was the practice,’ the ruling adds, ‘to classify this mer- 
chandise under paragraph 1527 (d), as modified, as materials of metal other 
than gold or silver suitable for use in the manufacture of articles provided 
for in paragraph 1527 (a), (b) or (©), dutiable at the rate of 40 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

‘In so far as this ruling will result in l the assessment of duty at a rate higher 
than that which has heretofore been assessed under a uniform and established 
practice, it will be applied only to such or similar merchandise entered, or 
withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after 90 days after the date of 
publication of the decision.’

INDIA 
Drug Rules Amended 


S.R.O. 2490 issued by the Ministry of Health, Government of India, 
on October 20, provides for a number of draft amendments to the 
Indian Drugs Rules, 1945. The draft will be taken into consideration 
on or after November 30. 


The draft amendments affect the following rules: rules 1 and 2 
(in Part 1 — Preliminary); rule 3 (in Part Il —-'The Central Drugs 
Laboratory); rules 9 to 20 (in Part III — Registration of Patent or 
Proprietary Medicines); rules 24 and 25 (in Part IV — Import); 
rule 46 (in Part V—- Government Analysts and Inspectors); rules 
59, 61, 62, 64 and 65 (of Part VI — Sale of Drugs); rules 69, 71, 73, 
74, 75, 76, 78 and 82 and new rules 69A, 70A, 73A, 75A, 76A and 83A 
are introduced (in Part VII —- Manufacture for Sale); rules 101 and 
103 (in Part IX — Labelling and Packing); rule 109 (in Part X - 
Special Provisions Relating to Biological and other Special Products) ; 
Four new rules (Nos. 125-128) are introduced in Part XII (Standards). 


Proposed amendments have also been made to Forms 3, 4, 5, 6, 
7, 15, 19, 19A, 20, 20A, 21, 21A, 24, 25, 26, 27 and 28 of Schedule A, 
and a number of new Schedules and Forms are suggested.

Special Licensing Provision 
for Abrasives 


A SPECIAL LICENSING PROVISION is included in the Order 
which increased the duties on abrasives imported into the Irish 
Republic to 40 per cent. ad valorem (full rate) and 30 per cent. ad 
valorem (preferential rate— United Kingdom and Canada) (see 
Board of Trade Journal of November 10, 1956, page 1011). 

This special licensing provision makes it ‘possible for goods in 
transit or on order immediately before November 2, 1956, to be 
imported, under licence, on payment of duty at the rate which obtained 
immediately before that date (the rates were 30 per cent. ad valorem 
(full rate) and 20 per cent. ad valorem — United Kingdom and Canada). 
Any application for such a licence must, however, be made to the 
Secretary, Department of Industry and Commerce, Kildare Street, 
Dublin, on or before December 2, 1956. 

This special licensing provision is in addition to the ordinary licens- 
ing provision whereby goods may be imported, under licence, without 
payment of duty or at a reduced rate of duty.
